Walter Shields, 
a brother, who lives at the Hamilton 
Hotel, said he was at first of the opin- 
ion his brother had committed suictde, 
When he last saw his brother alive 
Wednesday he was very nervous. The 
witness said his father an@ mother both 
died suddenly from nervous trouble. 

The other witnesses were*Dr. Wil- 
liam Bostnick, house physician; H. B. 
Parsons, room clerx; T. H. Glancy, 
proprietor of the hotel, and J. 8. Har- 
ris, a relative. An autopsy is being 
made by Dr. F. W. Abeken.

In the returns of three precincts of the 
Second, Ward counted Saturday by the 
joint dommittee of the Legislature it 
was found that 68 Socialist votes had 
not been counted for the Socialists at 


er and Gmelich. 

In the Sixth. Precinct Painter was 
credited with 19 Socialist votes and 
Gmelich: with 8; in the Seventh Pre- 
cinct Painter was given.7 Socialist votés 
and Gmelich 4; in the Eighth Precinct 
17 Socialist votes were coufited for Paint- 
er and 13 for Gmelich, making a total 
of 43 for Painter and 25 for Gmelich.” 

These votes were taken away from 
Painter and Gmelich by the counting 
committee, leaving Painter with a net 
loss of 18 votes as against Gmelich. 

Thee entire Socialist vote in the three 
precincts was counted for Stone. 

In three other precincts of the Second 
|'Ward counted Saturday Painteer and 
oe Mai “broke even.” 
Batatze a ret gain of 3. 
cincts of the ward hé lost only 13; while 
Gmelich lost 43. If this percentage 
should keep up, it would mean a’ differ- 
ence of 2000 in the vote for Lieutenant- 
Governor alone. 

The committee did not begin work un- 
til 9:30 Saturday morning. As five hours 
was occupied in completing one ward, it 
will take three weeks to complete the 
recount unless greater progress is made. 
Senator McDavid said he was thinking 
of putting on new shifts of workers. He 
put on an extra crew of five men Satur- 
day. making 36 now engaged on the re- 
count. 

The Republicans say they will gain 
materially in the river wards. 

Eight out of the 15 clerks employed in 
the recount are Democratic officehold- 
ers, each of whom has had long experi- 
ence in ward politics. Each will draw 
$10 a day from the State.

They are not seriously hurt, but 10 of 
the passengers on their train are prob- 
ably fatally injured.

Trains Race 
for a Siding

“double-header,” and when the passen- 
ger train crashed into it the cars were 
,completely splintered. 

Immediately after the crash the 
wreckage took fire and the surviving 
passengers were marshaled by the cool- 
er heads to fight the flames. Snow 
which lined the tracks was brought 
into service and in this way the fire was 


OO; quickly extinguished. 


The first news of the wreck was re- 
ceived from the crew of the ‘westbound 
Denver & Rio Grande passenger train 
No. 1, which foll. wed the ill-fated pas- 
senger train to Dotsero by two hours. 

The crew telegraphed to this city, 
immediately picked up doctors and 
nurses and sped to the scene of the 
dizastcr. The work of rescue is being 
directed by telegraph by railroad of- 
ficials in Glenwood. 

Owing to the natural conditions. at 
the stene of the wreck, the work of res- 
cue has been greatly impeded. Doctors 
and nurses on one relief train which 
has arrived here declare the scenes pre- 
sented at the wreck are terrible. Noth- 
ing is left of the wrecked coaches, they 
declare, but” masses of twisted wood 
nnd steel, and beneath the debris the 
bodies of the victims can plainly be 
seen. 

As fast as the dead are taken out 
their bodies are placed in a long row 
at the side of the track; in readiness 
for the relief trains to bear them to 
this city. Most of the dead bodieg 
taken out so far are mangled almost 
beyond recognition. 

Railroad officials here who are in 
charge of the relief work refuse to 
make any estimate of the dead or to 
give out any lists of the killed or in- 
jured.

Word was received here that two 
more relief trains bearing between 
twenty-five and thirty-five injured are 
on the way. One of the injured is 
sald to have died én route.

Council Resolution Agrees 
With Grand Jury on Work- 
house Conditions. 


HUSSEY IS SARCASTIC 





Statesman Declares Various 
Police Judges Are a 
“Lot of Nuts.” 


Taking as its text the delay i the 
building of extensions at the Work- 
house, the Municipal Assembly has con- 
tinued its criticism of President 0’ Rei}. 
ly qf the Board of Public Improve. 
ments. 

As its first act after the adjournment 
of three weeks, the Council has adopt- 
ed a resolution in which it is declared 
that the December grand jury ex- 
pressed the préper view when it char- 
acterized the conditions at the Work- 
house as “wretched and inhuman” and 
called attention to President O’Reilly’s 
failure to- proceed with improvements 
authorized in an ordinance passed last 
September. 

Without making any effort to con- 
tinue the work which the ordinance 
directed him to perform, the resolutior 
declares, President O'Reilly has asked 
for the passage of other legisla‘ion con- 
templating the expenditure of $6000 in 
addition to $15,000 originally set aside for 
the building of more cells at the Work- 
house. 

One Vote Against It, 

Councilman Crunden fathered the reso- 
lution, which received the votes of all 
the councilmen present save Moellman. 

In the House of Delegates Dwight Da- 
vis introduced a_ resolution asking 
O'Reilly to explain why the improve- 
rents ordered to be made at the Work- 
house had not been undertaken. 

Before Davis demanded that informa- 
tion the House adopted a _ resolution. 
Suggesting that the judges of the three 
police courts—Tracy, Pollard and Klei- 
ber—recommend to the Mayor the re- 
lease of 60 prisoners, 20 of those convict- 
ed in the First District Court, the 
same number sentenced in the Second 
District Court and 10 sent to the Work- 
house from the Wyoming Street Court. 

Delegate Hussey refused to vcte on 
the resolution, but took advantage of 
the occasion to call the pelice judges 
“, lot of nuts who ought to be in the 
bughouse.”’ 

Later Hussey excepted the Judge of 
the Wyoming Street Court.

NO QUORUMTHREATENS 


Hudson Says Republicans 
Should Stay Away and 
Delay the Balloting.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.—Senator 

William J. Stone was .busy today tell- 


ing members of the Legislature how 


tion to the United States Senate at thé 
sessions Tuesday and Wednesday. His 


typewriter clicked off several thousand 
words of instructions to Democratic 
legislators on the question of whether 
the Legislature can proceed with the 
election of a senator pending the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship contest. 

The senatorship must be decided im- 
mediately, according to Senator Stone. 

Dr. J. T. Muir of Lewis County and 
Senator Hudson of Livingston declare 
this provision of the Federal statutes 
is not mandatory. They call attention 
to the fact that Maine and Vermont, 
contrary to thé letter of the’ Federal 
statutes, elect their congressmen at the 
general State election in September, in- 
stead of at the country-wide November 
election. 

Oregon Set a Precedent. 

It is pointed out, also, that Oregon 
failed to ballot on a senator at the ex- 
act time prescribed in the Federal law 
and nothing was done to compel action. 

Senator Stone is afraid now there will 
not be a quorum of the members-elect 
present when the balloting begins. At 
least two, probably three, Democrats | 
will be absent. 

There are 92 Democrats in the Legis- 
lature and 89 constitutes a quorum. If 
four remain away and the Republicans 
fail to attend the joint session no »é@n- 
ator can be elected. 

Speaking of the United States sena- 
torial situation, Senator Fred Hudson 
said: 

“If for no other reason, as a matter 
ox protection to the party, we ought to 
hold off the election of a senator. 

“I have little reason to believe vhe 
Democrats will attempt to take advan- 
tage of the position they will oécupy, 
but it remains a fact that an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. 
The fact that the senatorship was still 
hanging fire might temper their views 
considerably in settling the liewten- 
ant-governorship. 

“Tt favor united action by the Repnb- 
licans and believe they should remain 
away from the session Wednesday. This 
might prevent a quortim and there 
would be no election for senator. I 
would not for one minute suggest re- 
maining away after the lieutenant-gov- 
ernorship is settled, but believe that for 
our own protection we should not allow 
the opposite party to obtain a strong 
whip hand, which could be used for 
Democratic purposes according to Dem- 
ocratic ideas.”’ 

There is a strong undercurrent indi- 
cating that if an investigation of the 
senatorial primary is started enough 
members will join to prevent the elec- 
tion of Senator Stone. 

There is some talk, also, of the in- 
troduction of a resolution by the Re- 
publicans denouncing Senator Stone for 
remaining away from Washington while 
Congress is in session to direct his own 
fight in the Missouri Legislature. 

The caucus held by the Democrats 
Friday is expected to have as a result 
the attendance of every Democrat Mon- 
day to prevent any effort to take an 
adjournment until Thursday. No effort 
was made in the caueus to bind the 
Democrats to vote for Senator Stone, 
his name being mentioned only once. 
Senators Fields, McAllister and Dorrie 
and Representative Spence df Staddard 
County urged the mémbers to attend 
Monday and to do all in their power to 
prevent delay in the election of a sen- 
ator. 

May Delay the Action. 

Representative Allen of Kansas City 
is ill and has never appeared to take 
his oath as a member. It is believed 
he will not be able to attend during this 
week. Senator Drunert is at his home 
in Jonesburg, where his wife is danger- 
ously ill, and his return is considered 
doubtful. Representative Johnson of 
Pulaski County is in poor health and 
may not return for several days. If 
these members should remain away and 
two or three Democrats should refuse 
to vote on the senatorship, the election 
of a senator would be delayed. 

While the election depends only on a 
majority of the members present at joint 
session, the fact remains that no joint 
session cay be held unless thére is pres- 
ent & majority of the House and a ma- 
jority of the Senate. The Republicans 
are in the majority in the House, and 
by remaining away can prevent the 
meeting of the joint assembly.

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SIXTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT. — 
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To the Policy-holders: 


The work of your Company during 1908 
at the close of that year deserve more than ordina ns 
tion and study. Your interest in the brief tabular exhibits at- 
tached is two-fold. You have the responsibility and the anxjety 
of policy-holders; you have also a wider interest. Commerce 18 
more than business; it is the great civilizer.

If a considerable portion of the wealth created yearly ‘by 
society would be gathered on a pro rata basis, invested so as 
to earn a reasonable rate of interest, and then under an exact 
and scientific program be turned into cash instantly at any pomt 
antl applied to the relief of human distress,.a long step would he 
taken toward the social betterment of men. There would be 
neither charity nor confiscation in such a plan. It would not 
eliminate ambition or initiative; but it would greatly reduce pov- 
erty, ignorance, and their familiar fruits. 


But society is not organized in that way. In the struggle 
for existence the weak are brutally driven to the wall. Property 
itself is not always money, and money saved is frequently worth 
less than its full value, because it is not well placed or is not 
quickly available. 


There is, nevertheless, a large section of society more wisely 
organized than society as a whole—a gild of men and women 
whose weak ones are not trampled on, whose property at the 
time of greatest need is always available and is always money. 
This is life insurance. 


Life insurance is what society would be and it does what 
society would do if society were organized as suggested above. 
If society, instead of life insurance, accomplished these results, 
we might begin to hope for a speedy realization of some of our 
social ideals. But conditions and results achieved are no less 
real and no less valuable socially, because they belong to what. 
we call business. ‘Life insurance achieves such results daily, with 
certainty, with justice and with large benefits to society. 


As a policy-holder in the New York Life Insurance Company, 
you were a part of such a plain in 1908, and indirectly you were 
busy producing just such results every month in that year. 


WHAT YOU DID IN 1908. 


Consider for a moment this Company—and by this Com- 
pany, I mean, primarily, its membership—as it was at the begin- 
ning of 1908, and consider what it has accomplished within 
twelve months.

They are theniselves their chief 
asset. But the bank will loan no money on that asset when life 
is extinct; and very little when life is at its full. If that asset 
fails, these men default to society, and society has no remedy 
except the orphanage and the reformatory. 

A large portion of the death-claims of 1908 represented the 
salvage of the one really valuable asset which these families had, 
a resource which, by all the ordinary rules of business, was 
totally lost. These payments prevented social defaults and to 
that extent made the orphanage and the reformatory unneces- 
sary. = 

It is worth while for you, as policy-holders, to know some- 
thing of the other things which you accomplished in the year 
1908.

This total includes death-elaims, annuities, dividends, maturing 
endowments, maturing deferred dividend policies and surrender 
value for contracts sold to the Company.

It has a city 
which, with reason, aspires to the commercial and financial su- 
premacy of the world. The story of the city and the State is 
filled with the names of great men and is the record of great 
achievements. The State and the city are what they are, not 
alone because of their location, but chiefly because the men of the 
State and of the city have strongly utilized great opportunities. . 


It was strange logic which impelled the Legislature of such 


a State to conclude that admitted evils in a great business could]: 
be cured by limiting its volume. The Legislature of the State| 
has never before applied this doctrine to any business, and in my |f 


judgment the people do not approve such legislation.
